YOKOHAMA, 

The present P. and O, mail brings advices from this. port to 
the 26th January ; the French mail from London, Nov. 29, ar- 
rived out on the 12th January, and the following P. and O, mail, 
of Nov, 27, was received on the 13th January. The Jupsn 
Herald supplies the following summary of news :— 


There is 2 dearth of political news to report, and the only 
public appearance of the Mikado has been at the re-opening of 
the Kaigunsho (Naval Department). There is an avitation of 
a weak, fitful character for representative institutions, which 
are not likely to be granted in their entirety.

June 19, is naturally attributed to the genius of the Japan Weil +s and 
we shall be assured that it was written in order to put the Porniosan 
embroglio truly, fairly, calmly, and dispassionately before the Enelish 
public. At the time the letter was written there was smine sort of 
agreement between the Japan Government and Japan Mei!, which, if 
the latter had any object in originally seeking and the Government had 
any object in assenting to, meant this, and nothing else :—'Ihat the 
Japan Mail was content to sell some kind of benelit to the ( vern- 
ment, which it was supposed to be worth the Government's while to 
purchase, by subscribing for 150 copies of the paper. “ W. G. HL." 
may write what he pleases, either in the Mail or to Te Tones, but 
nothing that he can say can give any other complexion to the coutoact, 
in the eyes of common-sense people, than that the Govermnent, or 
some prominent member or members of it, was or were lod ww bo- 
lieve that the Japan Mail would so trim its sails as to rake ail 
circumstances fair winds for Japan; and that the Govermnen® woul 
find a fair and generous support from the proprictor of the Mfc! fr 
was an unfortunate moment for the Government and for the J/a/! when 
the rival editors of the //erald and the Mail came together, aud that 
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explanation was given which enabled the former to apply the prod to 
the latter on the subject of the subsidy. Thenceforth, wriggling like 
a spiked eel, the Mail tried to serve two masters. The small sense of 
justice it still retained felt that it must not altogether lose sight of the 
compact ; whilst its pride did not like the admission that it was a hire- 
ling. The inevitable consequence was that it blew hot and cold; and 
its sickly attempts to appear independent and at the same time fair to- 
wards the Government has been too much forthe risibility of its readers for 
many a day. That must be bad enough for such a skin; but alas! the 
circulation of the paper for the ensuing twelve months has been jeopar- 
dised to the extent of one hundred and fifty copies ; and that’s enough 
to make any free and independent editor wince, if not weep. 

In summing-up, the Judge told the jury to take a fair and 
common-sense view of the case. They must take the common 
meaning of the words in the letter complained of, and if they 
found for the plaintiff, they would have to state the damages 
they thought he was entitled to. The jury retired for a quarter 
of an hour, and then rendered a verdict for plaintiff ; damages, 
nominal $1. The question of costs is to be heard on a futureday. 

It is stated that the different steamers which were purchased 
by the Department of Formosan Affairs at the time of the diffi- 
culties between China and Japan will be employed from next 
month in carrying a regular weekly service between Tokio and 
Hong Kong. These steamers will in the course of their voyage 
stop at the different intermediate ports. This new line has 
specially established in order to develop the commercial relations 
between China and Japan, and it will interfere considerably with 
the local trade of the P.MLS.S. Co. 

We have pleasure, yet not unmixed with regret, in announc- 
ing the appointment of Mr. von Brandt as Envoy Extraordin 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to Peking, to be replaced here by 
Mr. von Holleben, Chargé d’Affaires at Peking. Mr. von Brandt's 
near departure will be sincerely regretted by all his friends, who 
will not fail to wish him success at Peking. During Mr. von 
Brandt’s long residence in Japan he has been extremely popular, 
and much liked by all who camein contact with him. 

The annual meetings of the Amateur Athletic Association and 
of the Fire Brigade have been held. Another meeting to con- 
sider the affairs of the Episcopal Church has also taken place, 
but without arriving at any definite result. 

The small-pox epidemic, both here and in Tokia, is still pre- 
valent, and appears to be of a very virulent type, about one in 
three of those attacked succumbing to its effects. 

Much regret is expressed here at the approaching departure 
of the English and French troops, who have received orders to 
prepare to move. 

e Japanese Government is making preparations to send 
productions, both natural and manufactured, to the Exhibition 
in the United States. 

Chevalier Von Schaeffer, the Austrian Minister here, has left 
for Siam to present his credentials at that Court, to which he is 
also accredited. 

Some severe shocks of earthquake have been felt here lately, 
but without causing any serious damage. 

The Japanese have despatched a mission to Siam, but with 
what object is unknown. 





HIOGO-OSAKA. 

Our advices extend to the 28th January ; the P. and O. maij 
from London 27th Nov. was received on the 16th Jan. The 
following items of intelligence are from the Hiogo News :-— 

We understand that Sir Edmund Hornby has instructed 
H.B.M.’s Acting Consul to remit the fines inflicted upon Messrs, 
Heimann and Valentine for contempt of Court. As the defend- 
ants did not appeal, we cannet help thinking that Sir Edmund 
has at least travelled a little out of the ordinary routine of the 
Courts, if indeed he has not been somewhat hasty. At all events 
it must be admitted that his conduct on this occasion is in marked 
contradiction to that which he thought proper to pursue in the 
more notorious case of Mr. Cousens, where actual imprisonment 
was inflicted for what at least was a most venial offence. Per- 
haps his Honour thought that as it was not possible to remit 
Mr. Cousens’s punishment, to be consistent he must treat the 
highly respectable body of gentlemen who interceded in the 
victim’s behalf at Yokohama in the cavalier manner he did. Can 
it be possible that Sir Edmund has had his former error pointed 
out to him, and having unduly favoured a Consul on one occa- 
sion, now steps out of his way to correct what he considers an 
excess of severity in another ? 

The first number of the new issue of the Minato Shimbun was 
published on the 24th Jan. The size of the paper has been 
slightly increased, but we regret that no advantage has been 
taken of the change of proprietors to improve its general appear- 
ance, the typography being, if anything, worse than the old issue 
and the paper of the poorest quality turned out by Continenta 
manufacturers. An alteration in the general arrangement of the 
news, &c., first attracts our attention. Instead of commencing 
on what is with foreigners the fourth page, and working back- 
wards a la Japonuise, the pages run in reverse order, although 
they still read from right to left. Though not always a matter 
of course, with the increased size of the paper much more news 
is provided, and the new proprietors hope to be able to keep their 
columns constantly filled with interesting matter. The new editor 
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has had considerable experience in newspaper work, he havi 
been first connected with the press of Tokio, and afterwards with 
several other native papers in different parts of the country. 

The Japanese authorities have notified the Foreign Ministers 
that there will be an Exhibition at Kioto, commencing on the 
lst of March and continuing for one hundred days. Foreigners 
are invited to visit it, and also to contribute articles for exhibi-

SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 29th 
January ; the French mail from London Dec. 4 was received on 
the 24th January, and the following P. and.

The following summary of news 
is from the North China Herald :-— 


The most startling news of the week is the announcement of 
the death of his Imperial Majesty Tung Che, which occurred at 
Peking on the evening of the 12th Jan. His Majesty was at- 
tacked by small-pox on the 9th Dec., and after being reported 
convalescent, a relapse on the 5th Jan., from which he never 
rallied. His successor not been nominated at the time the 
mail left Peking. On receipt of the news the ie in the settle- 
ment and harbour were put at half-mast, in token of 
although we understand that having no official intimation of the 
death, the Chinese officials do not exhibit in their yamens the 
usual signs of mourni The death of an Emperor can only be 
communicated, it would appear, by an Imperial proclamation 
issued in the name of his successor—the Chinese in this, as in 
most other matters, reversing the etiquette of Western States. 
The nation is not supposed to be without its Emperor for a day; 
and first, therefore, comes the “ Vive le roi /” to be followed by 
“ Te rot est mort/” The embarrassing situation in which the 
somewhat sudden demise of his late Majesty has placed the 
heads of the Government accounts for a little delay in the appear- 
ance of sueh a proclamation ; and, meanwhile, the only public in- 
timation to the provinces of the loss which the Empire has sus- 
tained is the placing in mourning of the official seals A change of 
colour from the ordinary black to the mourning blue was adopted 
in printing the edition of the Shunpao containing the announce- 
ment of the Emperor's death, and this simple fact appeared to 
be accepted by Chinese as convincing proof of the truth of the in- 
timation, which many among them previously doubted. The 
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Chinese are not credited with taking much interest in news- 
papers, but they are beginning to appreciate a popular Press, 
and the Shunpao’s enterprise was rewarded by an extra sale 
during the day, in Shanghai alone, of over four thousand copies. 

Owing to the discovery of some defect in her crank shaft, the 
departure of the O.S.N. Co.’s steamer Sarpedon was postponed a 
few days. The shaft is being replaced by a spare one on board, 
and the steamer will leave on the 30th Jan. The French brig 
St. Francors, which was some time ago much injured by collision 
with the s.s. Cawdor Castle, has been sold at auction to Mr. Nils 
Moller for Tis. 4,550. 

The sailings of the P. M. S. steamers have been eesber i 
Instead of leaving on certain days of the week, they will in 
future start at fixed dates, viz., the lst and 15th of every month. 
The present movement, we have been given to understand, is 
made with the view of having some extra freight accommodation

have been the site of the ancient city, showing beyond all - 
sible doubt that the Homeric Troy really existed and that shoes 
events were actual historical facts. The discoveries principally 
described in the lecture were those made by Dr. Schliemann, 
whose area - the da — have led Me the most un- 
expected and!astounding results. Passing through several strata, 
the accumulations of succeeding snbation each of which showed 
the remains of people of a less d of civilisation, Dr. Schlie- 
mann came, at a depth of over thirty feet, upon relics in gold, sil- 
ver, and bronze, in the shape of arms, vases, cups, coins, female 
ornaments, and shields, of exquisite workmanship, all of which had 
evidently been subjected to the action of fire, and the forms of 
some ‘of which tallied exactly with those mentioned in “The 
Iliad,” and which must have thus lain buried for over three thou- 
sand years. It is needless to add that a subject of this kind, 
treated in a popular manner, was listened to with the closest at- 
tention, and that a vote of thanks to Mr. Taintor, moved by the 
Rev. G. B. D. Miller, and seconded by Dr. Jamieson, was carried 
by acclamation.

R. B. Goodenough ; and returned to Kuching on the 27th ult., 
after experiencing very heavy weather. She had to lie off Tan- 
jong Po for eignteen hours before she could venture to put about 
for this port.

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 11th 


Feb. ; the P. and O. mail from London, Jan. 8, arrived out 
on the 9th Feb. We take the following items of intelligence 
from the Straits Times :-— 


H.E. the Governor has issued a Proclamation to the Rajahs 
and Chiefs who entered into the engagement at Pulo Pungkor 
in the early part of 1874 requesting the appointment of Resi- 
dents. The Proclamation, which is dated the 2nd November 
Jast, and has been approved by the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, after reciting the nature of the engagements voluntarilv 
entered into, announces that Her Majesty’s Government will 
look to these Chiefs for the exact fulfilment of their pledges, and 
will hold responsible any or all who violate them. This attitude 
is obviously necessary to ensure the due observance of the 
engagements ; and is, in fact, not so much as would be required 
of a civilised power which right deliberately infringe the 
terms of a treaty. In dealing with Malay chiefs, who have 
for years been led to believe that the British Government 
will not sanction any interference in their affairs, and would 
content itself with useless and ineffectual remonstrances against 
any breach of the existing treaties or any act of spoliation com- 
mitted by their people, it is vitally essential for the maintenance 
of British prestige in these parts, and for the success of the mea- 
sures now being instituted to place the revenues and adminis- 
tration of those States on a satisfactory basis, that the chiefs 
should comprehend the binding nature of the contract that has 
been ratified, and that its observance on their part will Le rigidly 
exacted, and if necessary compelled. We have heard nothing 

‘further regarding the late difficulty in Siam, but HI. Sir An- 
drew Clarke has been ordered to Bangkok on politivsal service, 
and will leave on Saturday in H.M.S. Vigilant; as this vessel 
will thence proceed on to China, H.M.S. Charybdis will leave 
to-day for Bangkok, to be in readiness to bring his Excel- 
lency to Singapore. 

e question of the reorganisation of the Establishments, to- 
gether with that of the sufficiency or insufficiency of the salaries 
of officials and clerks, is at present being inquired into by a Com- 
mission consisting of the Hon. E. A. Irving, Acting Auditor- 
General, the Hon. H. W. Wood, and J. R. Mac Arthur, Esq., who 
have already commenced their investigations, and from whose 
report the public will be able to form a just opinion on the 
questions under consideration.

They had taken pou- 
seasion of the mosque at Loagbatta, and the Atchinese had mus- 
tered in considerable force to recapture this position, but hal: 
been repulsed iu the attempt with heavy loss. The Dutch com- 
miander afterwvards took up a fresh position near the river, with 
a view, we presume, of better protecting his outposts. 

The revenuc of the Spirit Furmer haa, we learn, beeu greatly 
reduced of late from an apparently large decrease in the con- 
sumption of spirits. Recent disclosures in the police-couvis, 
however, lend to the belicf that the farmer’s los: is attributable 
to extensive sinugeling, rather thau to any falling off in con-. 
sumption. Not long ago a shipchaudler was fined in all $50)> 
for defrauding the farmer by drawing off and removing, or con-: 
suming spirits without a permit, anda Chinaman was fined §200° 
the same day for making a pass do duty a second time: On 
Sunday two Chinese traders of Boat Quay were brought before 
Captain Douglas, Police Magistrate, charged with using a pasa 
for five cases of brandy twice over, in removing ten cases pur- 
chased from a European firm here. They were fined $200, which 
was at once paid down. These cases, in addition to the smug- 

ling from China and elsewhere, show that the revenue is pro- 
ably very extensively defrauded, aud it is to be hoped the Go- 
vernment in connection with the farmer may. be able to devise 
means for-tts more effecttral protection, else the value of the farm 
must very materially decline. 

From Java we learn that the Zeda, a British vessel, from New 
York to Anjer for orders, petroleum laden, stranded. The ship 
was a total loss, but part of the cargo was saved. The ship and 
cargo were sold at auction for f.17,200.

YoxonamMa.—There had been ‘rather more inquiry, though for m3‘ 
goods only low rater were offered. Yarn had been in fair current de- 
mand, whilst Shirtings, except best qualities, were difficult of sale. 
Indigo Shirtings, Cotton Sateens, Turkey Reds, Velvets and Victoria 
Lawns were fairly saleable. In Woollens, the only feature to note had 
been rather more inquiry for Mouaselines and Black Lustres, whilst 
Blankets of the heavier weights wero lesa wanted. Bar Iron was weuk; 
and prices generally had a lower tendency. 

Hwao-Oerea he natives having generally adopted the European 
calendar, business was entirely suspended during the New Year holi+ 
days. Since then a tendency towards improvement had been evident, 
and the clearance of former purchases had been proceeded with in & 
more satisfactory manner. . 

FoocHow.—Sales had been 1,500 pieces of 7 Ibe. T-Cloths at $1.75 
per piece. Lead was quoted at $8.50 per picul, but holders were ask- 
ing $8.75—with no buyers. 

Canton.—Lead had udvanced in price, and quotations were: $8.20 
to $8.25 for L.B. and $8.30 to $38.35 for W.B. Sales amounted to 
1,400 piculs common quality, leaving in stock about 1,200 piculs, 

Mani.La.—There had been no improvement in the market which had 
contipued dull at nominally unchanged quotations. 

Batavia.—The market for Imports had been ee inactive, as 
owing to the near approach of the Chinese New Year dealers had con- 
fined their business to the narrowest limits. The only staple articles 
in any demand at the moment were 6/4 Dutch Madapollams and 40s 
Grey Yarn. 

StncarorE.—The Chinese New Year holidays bad intervened, and

Yorouama.—Business though restricted to two or three purchasers 
had amounted to a fair toval, considering the late period of the reason. 
Since last report about 4,000 piculs had chan hands, prices gene- 
rally showing an udvance of $2 to $3 per picul.— Arrivals during 
same period had been only moderate, and stocks in hand did not exceed 
8,000 piculs. - 

Hroao-Osaka.—Little alteration was noticeable in the market. The 
report that the question of re-imposition of duty in America was being 
agitated had not caused any rise. Prices had continucd somewnat 
irregular, but no change in quotations was made, which, owing to the 
limited supply of tea on offer, were in a great degree nominal. — 

Hanxow.—Messrs, Evans, Pugh, and Co. forward the subjoined re- 
port :—Settlements during the whole season amvunt to 421,000 chests 
(inclusive of 80,000 chests of Kew-keang Teas), against 403,000 chests 
(including 52,000 chests of Kew-keang Teas), showing an increase of 
18,000 chests in the business transacted here. As usual, bulk of the 
settlements was in first crop, of which 245,000 chests were taken, 
leaving only 55,000 chests of either rejected, or inferior quality chope, 
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to supply the wants of the Shanghai market. A noticeable feature is 
the large increase in settlements of Ningchows, equal to 45 per cent. 
on the quantity settled here last season. There has been a marked 
diminution in settlements of Hankow district Teas by Russian houses, 
which shows a decrease of 38,000 chests, but their purchases of Ning- 
chows are 16,000 chests larger than last season. Quality of Oopack and 
Oonam {Teas was unsatisfactory, particularly the Oanfas, which were 
all more or less dull, and wanting in that strength and briskness char- 
acterising a good crop from this district. Second crops showed no im- 
provement in quality of past two years, and the same may be said of 
third crops. Of the Ningchows we cannot speak too highly, and the 
best chops from this favoured district were perhaps finer in every re- 
spect than has yet been produced. The high range of prices paid by 
Russian buyers for these Teas has, we believe, been quite justified by 
out-turn at the markets for which they were destined. Ts. 54 per 
picul—3s. 3d. per lb, was the highest price paid, and Tis. 38 per picul 
—2s. 44d. per Ib. the average quotation for the 80,000 chests of this 
class of Tea settled in our ae Opening rates for most Hankow 
district Teas were 2 to 3 Taels per picul higher than last year. Ning- 
chows were again taken at a further advance on former years, and quo- 
tations were 5 to 6 Taels per picul above last season’s rates, and nearly 
10 Taels per picul over prices ruling in 1873. Second and third crops 
realised about last year’s quotations. The direct export to Great 
Britain, sent forward in nine steamers and two sailing vessels, shows a 
large increase on previous years, and was 65 per cent. in excess of last 
season.

SILK. 

YoxkouaMa.—There had again been but a limited business. This was 
due both to the high prices asked and the mixed quality of what was 
on offer. Dealers were still holding back a considerable portion of their 
stock, and even on the inferior parcels which they more readily put 
forward, they very unwillingly make concessions—a reduction of 30 to 
$10 had, however, been generally obtained on the small purchases of 
Hanks. Oshins were scarce, and firmly held; and indeed quotations 
were higher, especially for coarse sorts. 

SHaNnGHAI.—Early in the fortnight a strong demand existed, and for 
the French mail settlements were estimated at 1,800 bales, of which 
those for Europe comprised principally Tsatlees from Tis. 260 to 320, 
besides a parcel of Cock and Worm chop, Nos. 3, 34, and 4, at Tls. 395, 
370, and 342$; some small lots of nearly all other descriptions, and 
about 300 bales of Re-reels for the American market ; but although 
prices generally were firm, some sales of medium sorts were made 
rather below previous quotations, notably that of Red Peacocks at Tis. 
315. During the closing week inquiry had been checked by the firmer 
attitude of holders, but owing to the sale of large parcels of Dancing 
Bear chop, Nos. 1, 2, and 3, at Tls. 350, 330, and 310, and 9/12 Moss 
Taysaam at Tis. 235, the settlements had been augmented to 1,400 
bales. In addition to the above, sales were reported of Kukee Chin-jan 
at Tls. 3474, Red Peacock at Tls. 3224, and Blue Elephant at Ts. 330 
and 3324. Settlements for the fortnight, Chinas, 2,200 Total settle- 
ments since Ist June, 1874, 63,500 bales, against 1873-74, 49,800 
bales ; 1872-73, 52,000 bales. Comparative unsold stock on this mar- 
ket *875, 5,500 bales ; 1874, 4,000 bales ; 1878, 1,500 bales. 

Canton.—<Activity had con-inued throughout the fortnight with a 
few purchasers, and the quantity settled showed a very fair amount of 
business, although less than for the two previous weeks, Prices were 
firm, all fine parcels commanding full values and frequently held at a 
slight advance. Settlements reported 319 bales Tsatlee and 15 bales 
Loongkong. In re-reels a purchase of about 20 boxes old season's 
Silk of inferior quality and colour at $370 was the only transaction to 
notice.

Tue FatLure or Messrs. Tourn anp Co.—Although it is known 
that several firms in the China and Straits trade used the credits of 
this firm we understand that no failures are likely to ensue.—The 
acceptances, it is now understood, represent about £2,200,000, the 
residue of the commitment, about £800,000, consisting chiefly of 
open credits, but a very large sum is stated to be due to foreign 
houses, facilities here having been reduced for some time past from a 
knowledge of the ramifications of the business in all parts of the Con- 
tinent, the East, and South America. Large losses appear to have 
been made by Messrs. J. C. Thurn and Co. in a railway in Chili and 
timber estates in Sweden and Norway, as well as in colonial produce. 
About 2,200 shares of £20 each, now quoted in the Stock Exchange at 
109, also stand in the name of the head partner in the Direct United 
States Cable Company (Limited). It is reported that a syndicate was 
formed last week to meet liabilities of the firm for £200,000, but this 
arrangement collapsed, and hence the determination to suspend. The 
stoppage had little or no influence in Mincing-lane, having apparently 
been anticipated. 

Marriace or Yung Winc.—The New York Times reports that Mr. 
Yung Wing, of Canton, chief of the Chinese Educational Commission 
now at Hartford, was married to Miss Mary L. Kellogg, at the resi- 
dence of her father, B. S. Kellogg, in Avon, the ceremony being per- 
formed by Rev. J. H. (Twitchell, of the Asylum ‘Hill Congregational 
Church in Hartford, a very particular friend of the bridegroom. The 
bride wore a dress of white crape, imported expressively for this occa- 
sion from China, and elaborately trimmed with floss silk embroidery. 
Her brother and sister attended as groomsman and bridesmaid. After 
the ceremony, a collation was served, in which Chinese delicacies were 
mingled with more substantial dishes of American {style. Messrs. Yo 
Shu Tung, manager, and Yung Yun Foo, teacher of the commission at 
Hartford, were present in national costume, but the groom, who lon 
since adopted our style, appeared in full evening dress. The bridal 
presents were numerous and costly, Mr. and Mrs. Wing left on the 
evening train for this city on a short wedding trip, 

Loss oF THE “ MaITLAND.”—At present nothing further has been re- 
ceived with regard to the crew of the unfortunate clipper ship Mait- 
land, which was lost on Middle Huon Island. ‘There seems to be some 
mystery connected with the fate of this ship, or rather of the crew, one 
boat having left the island in charge of the chief officer, on the 31st 
May, about a week after the vessel struck, with the hope of getting 
assistance for the remainder of the crew. As they did not return by 
the 14th June, another boat left in charge of the second officer; and, 
finally, a third boat, made on the island by the crew, and taken charge 
of by the captain, on the 25th of August, for the Australian coast. As 
none of these boats have turned up, it is feared that all have perished. 

THe Storrace or tHe “Pyan PeKuer.”’—Captain Bowers, who is 
well known in the Straits and China trade, has written a letter de- 
scribing the absurdity of the official stoppage of his vessel. We are glad 
that the matter fell into such good hands, and we cannot help stating 
our opinion that better such foolish exhibitions should occur than that 
vessels should be allowed to pass that are without doubt unseaworthy 
But mistakes must be paid for, and Captain Bowers has an equitable 
right to be indemnified against the loas incurred by the stoppage. In 
consequence of stress of weather the steamer is still at Greenock.

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THE DISASTER TO THE BIRMA-CHINESE 
EXPLORING EXPEDITION. 

THE distance between Bhamo, in Birma, to Momein, 
the frontier town of the Chinese province Yunnan, is about 
130 miles, and it would appear that the attack, which be- 
gan with the massacre of Mr. MARGARY’S party, and 
ended in the retreat of our exploring expedition, occurred 
in the vicinity of Manwyne, a town ijifty miles, or there- 
abouts, from Bhamo, outside Birmese territory, and in 
what are called the Chinese Shan States. It is worth 
while to refer for a moment to what a very competent 
authority—Mr. T. T. CoopER—has to say about the policy 
adopted by China towards her frontier tribes. She re- 
duced them to subjection—he tells us—some centuries ago, 
and ever since she has found in them a complete barrier 
against ingress from the West. Every chief has a nominal 
rank and a trifling salary allowed him. He has an official 
dress given ;him, to be worn in the presence of Chinese 
officers ; and may, if he pleases, visit the Court at Peking 
once in five years; but such visits are not encouraged. 
Many other details are supplied, the whole showing that 
the hill tribes on China’s Western border are as much 
under Chinese control and organisation as the Lamas 
in Thibet. Now, when Mr. Cooper tried himself to 
get through Thibet into India he was arrested, im- 
prisoned, and foiled, at the instigation of the Chinese 
authorities. When he essayed again, this time to pass 
from India into Thibet, ‘“ the Chinese Rajah” at Roemah, 
on the Thibetan frontier, caused the hill tribes to stop him 
while yet on his way, and sent a knife to him to symbolise 
his fate if he pressed forwards. Major SLADEN tried the 
same thing in 1868, but he, too, from similar causes, never 
got further than Momein on the Chinese frontier. The 
French party did certainly pass through to the Yangstze a 
little later, but this was only because the Panthay rebels 
had temporarily upset the Chinese control of the border 
provinces. In short, all the recent facts point steadily one 
way ; the Court at Peking will never allow us to “tap” 
China on that side if they can stop us ; and in support of 
this view we may quote the most recent statement put 
forward by the Indian Government, which declares empha- 
tically that “the prohibition of trade between India and 
Thibet is solely due to orders from Peking.” It is not 
likely that the accession of Li-HUNG-CHANG to a pre- 
dominating influence in the Chinese Government would 
incline the local officials in Yunnan to relax the old 
prohibitory policy; rather the reverse, for Li HuNG- 
CHANG is a man of the most determined character ; 
and, in spite of his superior enlightenment, he belongs 
to the re-actionary or anti-foreign party. The Chinese 
Government messengers travel express with remarkable 
speed ; there would be quite time for intelligence to have 
reached Yunnan of the change in the Imperial Cabinet. 
The report, however, which most gains ground is that the 
attack was prompted by the King or BirMA, and not by 
the Chinese ; and it is certainly true that SLADEN, in 1868, 
ascribed most of his difficulties to the jealous intrigues of the 
Court at Ava. To us it rather seems that the Sovereign of 
Mandalay is too much in British hands to make it safe for 
him to play such arisky game; and, moreover, his interests 
lie in opening up the route, not in closing it, whereas the 
Chinese have a national prohibitory policy, and sound, if 
-selfish, motives for enforcing their exclusiveness. The at- 
tack was made, it is said, by 3,000 men, headed by a ne-

CHINA AND THIBET. 

AMIDST the many changes and vicissitudes going on in 
the material world, especially in matters relating to trade 
and commerce, there are few things which promise to 
work a more important and permanent revolution than the 
commercial relations between China, Thibet, and other 
States in the extreme north-east of Asia. It will indeed be 
a remarkable instance of material compensation if, through 
this trade as well as by means of an entirely new branch of 
industry in British India, the cultivators of tea lose in one 
direction that which they gain in another. For years past 
the Chinese, finding they were altogether unable by any 
fiscal restrictions to prevent the introduction of opium into 
their territories, resolved to encourage the cultivation 
of the poppy within their own country, and thus retain in 
their own hands the profits on the growth and preparation 
of the article. The loss of this market whenever the Chinese 
cultivation shall have attained its full proportions will be 
a rather serious affair for the Indian financier ; years must, 
however, elapse before such a final result can beattained, and 
in the meantime India is making inroads on the tea trade of 
China, accelerated toa great extent by the reckless manner 
in which the article is adulterated by the Celestials. In a 
Blue-book recently laid before Parliament there are some 
interesting particulars in reference to the existing overland 
trale between China and Thibet, which bear on the same 
point, viz., on the inferiority and comparative dearness of 
the article from China, and which, according to this official 
document, bids fair at no distant date to work great 
changes in the commercial relations between these two 
countries. The Thibetans are to a considerable extent 
addlicted to trade, and it is said that even the chief Lama 
of the monasteries keeps an agent and carries on trade on 
his own account. “The commerce of Thibet with China 
‘is carried on almost entirely along the great road between 
‘“ Tatsien-lu and Lhassa. The Chinese import into Thibet 
“tea, cotton fabrics, thread, porcelains, and Yunan ponies, 
“and receive in return silver, salt, blankets, and other 
“ woollen goods, furs, drugs, and musk. Brick tea is the 
“especial article of import from China. Itis made mostly 
‘in the neighbourhood of Ta-tsow, from a hedgerow tree 
“tiflecn fevt high, with a large coarse leaf. The packets 
‘of tour bricks (weighing five pounds ee is bought at 
“ Tatsien-lu for about six shillings and four-pence ; it 
“sells at Lhassa for £1 4s. to £1 88, and at a much 
“ sreater sum in the districts which lie off the Grand-road. 
“, . . . Chinese cottons are largely imported into 
‘ Eastern Thibet, but at Lhassa their place is supplied by 
“Indian goods. Silks of good striking colours sell at 
“about their weight in silver, and are generally brought 
“ from the north of China through the Koko-nor country.” 
Here we find these important facts, that whilst Thibet has 
for purposes of barter such commodities as silver, gold, 
furs, drugs, and musk, it is paying for an inferior de- 
scription of tea a price which would leave a very hand- 
som: profit to the planters of Assam. There is already 
uw tral: springing across the British frontier which 

neels but better roads and a little encouragement from 
the Indian authorities to grow to important proportions. 
[t is true the natural products of such a sterile country as 
Thibat offers but few commodities in exchange, as we have 
shown above, but there are mines yielding gold, capable of 
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phew of LEE Siz HEE. It was then, as the numbers prove, 
no mere dacoity, but a deliberately organised attack in 
force. LEE Sie HEE, whose nephew commanded the party, 
we take to be that LEES-HEE-TA-HEE who haunted SLADEN’S 
march, in the very same district, and who was described 
as a great robber-chief, friendly to the Birmese Sovereign, 
and under secret instructions from that monarch to make 
away with SLADEN and his men if possible. To us LEKs- 
HEE-TA-HEE then and his nephew now seem just those 
border chiefs whom the Chinese so well know how to use. 

In the absence, therefore, of clearly convincing evi- 
dence, such as it is not likely we shall ever obtain, 
we incline to look upon this recent lamentable disaster 
as one more instance of the determination of China to 
maintain a moral “ Great Wall” on her land side. She 
cannot quite play the same game on her coasts, because we 
bring ourselves right up to her towns, and anchor inside 
her rivers in ships; but when we try to approach her 
through her hill tribes or her mountain frontiers, there she 
has the advantage of us, and she knows how to use that 
advantage. We cannot, or at least are not likely to, 
march our troops and drag artillery through the Shan jun- 
gles; we should find it rather hard to pilot a gunboat 
through mountain defiles. Nothing is so costly, nothing 
so troublesome, and nothing so unsatisfactory, as warfare 
with wild hill men, and hence the Chinese can count on 
keeping us out in that direction as long as they choose. 
The inferences are quite obvious. If the overland trade 
with Thibet, Yunnan, and Sze-chuen are valuable—as 
indeed they are—we should commence our exploring ope- 
rations in each case from the China side. If we do not 
mean to carry our point cotte qui cofte, then let Lord Sa- 
LISBURY withdraw his instructions, and let us give up 
without further sacrifice ; but if we are in earnest, begin 
at Peking; put such pressure on the Court there as 
shall convince them we are not going to tolerate any 
obstructive intrigue ; and then let our exploring party 
start from Chinese ground, under charge of Chinese 
authorities, taking their officials with us, so to speak, across 
the boundaries into the hill tribes, instead of having them 
drawn up, unseen but hostile, in front of us as we advance. 
We may ask in conclusion how is it really possible ever to 
keep such an overland trade-route permanently open, 
freed from dacoits, and with roadways in practicable re- 
pair, unless we take the Shan tribes through whose terri- 
tories it would pass under our direct superintendence and 
control? This af least we should have to do, and if the 
King of Brrma be in reality our enemy, we might be ob- 
liged to take charge of his dominions too. The districts 
to be “tapped” are rich in products, and some of them 
are very populous. If the thing could be done there are 
golden prospects for our commerce.

E. GopEAUX, the French Consul at Shanghai, has 
obtained leave of absence, and may be expected home by 
the April mail. M. de Greorroy, the Minister at Peking, 
is at present at Nice, and will probably be in Paris next 
month. 


THE FORMOSA DIFFICULTY. 

The official correspondence respecting the settlement of the 
difficulty between China and Japan in regard to the Island of 
Formosa has been issued by the Foreign-office, and we subjoin 
the full text of the principal documents :— 


The Earl of Densy to Mr. WapE. 
Foreign-office, Nov. 19, 1874. 
Sir,—I learnt with much satisfaction from your telegrams of the 
80th ultimo and lat instant that you had succeeded in inducing the 
Chinese Government and the Japanese Commissioner at Peking to agree 
toan arrangement, by which China will pay to Japan 500,000 taels, 
and the Japanese troops will be withdrawn from Formosa, and I heve 
great pleasure in expressing to you ths high sense entertained by Her 
Majesty's Government of the service wnich you have rendered in thus 
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| bringing about a peaceful settlement of a dispute which might other- 

| wise have produced results disastrous to the two countries immediately 
concerned and injurious to the interests of Great Britain and the other 
Treaty Powers. A telegram has been received from Sir H. Parkes 
stating that the agreement is entirely approved by the Japanese Go- 
vernment, and that they are much pleased with your action in the mat- 
ter.—I am, &c., Deny. 


The Earl of Dersy to Sir H. Parkes. 
Foreign-office, Jan. 14, 1875. 

S1z,—The Japanese Minister, Wooyeno Kagenori, called upon me for 
the first time to-day, and took the opportunity to express to me officially 
the thanks of his Government for the part which Mr. Wade had taken 
in preventing a rupture between China and Japan. He could assure 
me, he said, that the service thus rendered would be gratefully remem- 
bered by his countrymen. I made a suitable reply, saying that it was the 
wish, as it was the interest, of Eng!and to preserve peace and prevent 
unnecessary quarrels wherever English influence extended ; and that it 
would have been a subject of deep regret to the people of this country if 
war had broken out between two States with both of which our political 
relations were thoroughly friendly, and our commercial relations, as we 
hoped, were destined to increase from year to year. His Excellency’s 
visit being of a complimentary character, no other business was touched 
upon.—I am, &c., DERBY. 

Mr. WaDE to the Earl of Dersy. 
: Peking, Nov. 16, 1874. 

My Lorp,—Upon the 6th instant the Prince of Kung addressed a 
Circular despatch to the Legations inclosing copy of the agreement and 
guarantee signed on the 31st of October, by the Grand Secretary Wén- 
siang and his colleagues, on behalf of China, and by the High Commis- 
sioner Okubo, and the Minister Yanagiwara, on the part of Japan. I 
inclose translation, which I have authorised Mr. Medhurst to publish 
at Shanghai. I saw the Prince at the Yamén on the 4th instant. His 
Highness was very full of acknowledgments.—I have, &c., THOMAS 
FRANCIS WADE, 


The next paper of importance is the following letter from Mr. 
Wade to the Earl of Derby, dated Peking, Nov. 16. Mr. Wade 
writes :— 

I propose briefly to review the course of the discussion closed by the 
Agreement, since the month of May last. My report of the proceed- 
ings up to that time has already been approved by your Lordship. I 
had been careful to communicate to the Tsung-li Yamén whatever well- 
authenticated intelligence I received regarding either the Japanese ex- 
pedition to Formosa or the attitude of the Japanese Government ; but 
it was not until the end of July, on my announcing my intention to 
leave Peking on a visit to the ports, that certain Ministers of the 
Tsung-li Yamén came to speak to me spontaneously of the Formosan 
affair. Their object, apparently, was to sound me touching the views 
of foreign nations, and the possibility of their supplying themselves 
abroad with ships and munitions of war. I underatoud them to express 
a desire to submit the issue between them and Japan to arbitration ; 
but in this, as the sequel showed, I was mistaken. I was obliged to 
repeat that, whatever the merits of the case, the sympathies of 
foreigners could not be strongly with China until the Treaties were 
better observed, and that the progressist tendency manifest in Japan, 
again by its contrast with the reactionary spirit of the Chinese, as- 
suredly put the latter at a disadvantage in foreign opinion. On the 
whole, I cannot doubt that my language was discouraging to the idea 
that the cause of China would be supported abroad, and the Conference 
bore no immediate fruit. Somewhat later, however, I had occasion to 
draw the attention of the Ministers to the unguarded language of cer- 
tain official documents relating to the Japanese question. As the 
Chinese certainly did not desire war with Japan, nothing could be less 
wise, of course, than to speak and write in a fashion that was not un- 
likely to produce irritation. This brought us nearer together again, 
and after a long conversation, in which, as I understood them, the 
Chinese ministers again expressed a desire to invite foreign representa- 
tives to unite in arbitration on the 12th of August, I laid before them 
a Memorandum on that subject. 

The news from Japan had become much more warlike. There had 
been reported a collision in Formosa. The Japanese General and the 
Chinese Commissioner had been discussing an indemnity, as far as I 
could learn, to no purpose. The Minister Yanagiwara had left 
Shanghai for Peking, as the Chinese affirmed, in the middle of a cor- 
respondence with the Chinese Commissioner. Great preparations for 
war were known to be making in Japan. The Chinese were, on their 
side, arming for resistance. I became convinced that war was immi- 
nent, and believing that if such a blow as I apprehended were struck, 
the consequence would be most serious to all foreign interests, mer- 
chant or missionary, I suggested to the Yamén that foreign Powers 
should be at once appealed to, to neutralise for a given time the coasts 
and rivers of China. This, however, I observed would involve an 
understanding to act together on the part of the Powers addressed ; 
the action they were asked to take would commit them to no small 
trouble or expense; it might be ce.tain, therefore, that they 
would accept no engagement of the kind without a quid pro 
quo were secured them. The interests of England, as the Mi- 
nisters were aware, were exclusively commercial. After some fur- 
ther discussions, I wrote, on the 23th September, a note to the Prince 
of Kung, in which, after accounting for my advice, past and present, 
I put five questions, designed to ascertain, first—Whether the Chinese 
really desired arbitration at all? If so, what point would be submitted 
to the arbitrators? Whether there was ground for believing that the 
Japanese would agree to arbitration? Whether the Chinese Govern- 
ment would make any overtures, and, if so, what, to the Japanese f 
What course, if a rupture ensued, the Chinese Government would fol- 
low? Ina-short but courteous reply the Prince informed me that the 
Ministers would call at the Legation for explanations. This they did, 
but my questions remained, in effect, without answer. M. de Geofroy 
hadgnow returned. He had declared his perfect readiness to co-operate 
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in bringing about an arbitration. He, too, had believed that the Chinese 
desired arbitration. For a time I had reason to think it pos- 
sible, moreover, that, through M. de Geofroy, overtures might be 
made from the Japanese side. The High Commissioner Okubo was 
accompanied by a French “Iégiste” named Boissonade. I never met 
this gentleman, but all I heard of him was to his advantage, and I 
believe that whatever influence he may have possessed was exerted on 
the side of peace. We came no nearer, however, to any definite solu- 
tion of the question, and I had all but ceased to hope that either M. de 
Geofroy or myself, whether separately or with the assistance of our 
ether colleagues, would be able to effect anything towards the pacific 
determination of the dispute, when I learned that, on the 10th October, 
the High Commissioner Okubo had written to the Yamén to say that, 
unless it were closed in five days, he should leave Peking. The Prince 
of Kung being absent, he subsequently extended this term. 

Looking to the necessity that would arise for the protection of our 
part communities, should war come upon us, I had, on every possible 
occasion, pressed both the Representatives of Japan for information, 
but I had never drawn from either what might fairly be termed a 
statement of the Japanese case. Both seemed equally averse to con- 
sider arbitration possible. It was not until the 16th October that the 

igh Commissioner, when calling on me, entered, for the first time, 
into a detailed axposition of the claims of Japan. The “délai fatal” 
was to expire some three days later, and the Commissioner’s discus- 
sions with the Yamén still continued, but they were now narrowed, 
as I understood his Excellency, to a demand on hia part, for an 
answer to two propositions. He had put two questions which, as I 
have before stated, were, in effect, as follows :—Why has China not 
done her part in the education of her subjects? Why, when, for want 
of education, they have committed crime, has China not punished her 
subjects. If China, argued the Commissioner, claims these savages as 
her subjects, she accepts the obligation of affurding Japan the satis- 
faction which Japan has sent an expedition to exact of these people. I 
inferred from this conversation that the High Commissioner was not 
inexorably set upon war. There was the less reason that he should be, 
as one of the declared objects of the expedition had been accomplished 
by the infliction of a severe chastisement upon the peccant tribes. A 
money payment had, in fact, been for some time matter of negotiation, 
but indirectly, and I had no official knowledge of it. Briefly, the 
Chinese having shown some disposition to pay money (not as war ex- 
penses but as compensation to the families of the persons murdered by 
the Formosan savages), still, according to the Commissioner, declined 
to specify the amount. He asked for some $3,000,000, and this being 
trefused, and a guarantee for any payment being pronounced impossible, 
he pre to leave Peking. The Minister Yanagawara, on the ground 

that the postponement of his reception by the Emperor of China was 
f of unfriendly feeling towards Japan, was to accompany his col- 
e. 
e Commissioner himself called to take leave of me on the 24th of 
October, but a few hours after the departure of M. de Geofroy. Like 
me, M. de Geofroy had come to despair of arbitration or mediation. 
He was, in any case, to have returned to Europe before the end of the 
year, and the state of his health was now driving him southward earlier 
than he had contemplated. I was myself waiting from day to day to 
know whether it might not be also my duty to proceed to Shanghai, 
where I had written to tell Sir Charles Shadwell I should meet him, 
should a rupture between China and Japan oecome inevitable. Having 
heard the Commissioner's statement, I went immediately to the house 
of the Grand Secretary Pao, and urged him to move the Prince of Kung 
to say at once what money China would pay (the Commissioner, be it 
observed, did not insist upon describing the payment as for war ex- 
); also, in what way the payment should be guaranteed. Fail- 
sega other means, if the High Commissioner would consent, I 
would myself guarantee the payment promised. On the following 
day, I was authorised to offer the Commissioner Tls. 500,000, a fifth 
as a compensation to the families of the murdered Loochooans ; the 
remainder, not as war indemnity, but to meet the miscellaneous 
minor expenses (eventually specified) which the expedition had occa- 
sioned Japan. The Commissioner, I was relieved to find, agreed to put 
off his departure, and, with myself as intermediary, he resumed nego- 
tiations with the Yamén. The difficulties in our way were, first, in 
form, as to the wording of an agreement in such wise as not to make it 
appear that the act of either Power, China or Japan, was dependent on 
the bidding of the other ; and next, in substance, as to the dates of the 
essential acta, the evacuation of Formosa by Japan, and the payment 
of money by China,—and the guarantees for the performance of these 
acts, 





At last, after six days’ debate, the agreement and guarantee were 
signed by the High Commissioner Okubo and the Minister Yanagi- 
wara atthe Yamén. There are two points to which, before closing 
this long despatch, I beg attention: my apparent separation from my 
colleagues, whose co-operation as arbitrators I had earlier hoped to 
invite, and the appearance of my own name in one of the instruments 
signed by the Chinese and Japanese Ministers. My narrative will have 
shown that, in the first step in the latter negotiations, my visit to the 
Grand Secretary Puno, I was, I may say, surprised into action. The 
High Commissioner called on me on a Saturday afternoon, and was to 
leave Peking early on the following Monday morning, As to the ap- 
pearance of my name, I had objected twice to its insertion in papers 
submitted tome. The paper in which it does figure was not finally 
prepared, until it was too late in any way to modify its phraseology. 

Lord Derby, in reply, wrote as follows :— 


S1z,—I have received and laid before the Queen your despatch of the 
16th of November, giving an account of the negotiations for the settle- 
ment of the Formosan affair, and I have to state to you that your pro- 
ceedings in the matter areapproved by Her Majesty's Government.

THE MURDER OF MR. MARGARY. 
Major-General Margary writes to The Times as follows :—As the 
public have not been informed of the whole facts, real or supposed, 
concerning the disastrous defeat of the British Mission from Burmah 
through China, may I beg you to be kind enough to publish the fol- 
lowing!

vants, five Chinese, have been killed at Manwine, and their heads ex-\_ 
posed over wall of town. Chinese commanded by the nephew of Lee 
See Hie.” The last telegram from Colonel Strover, via Rangoon, dated 
March 3, states :—“ From private information I learn that Margary 
went ahead of expedition to reconnoitre, when twelve miles from Man- 
wine, in consequence of hostile interruption ; he entered to reconnoitre, 
and was treacherously murdered.’ Poor fellow! we know not what 
horrible torture he may have been subjected to when the Chinese got him 
into the town. My heart bleeds to think of it. Will our present noble Go- 
vernment and the British nation allow this most outrageous insult and de- 
fiance of it to pass unavenged ? I trow not. Ifit did our hold on India 
would be imperilled. As it is, no doubt exaggerated rumours of a large 
force of English “foreign devils” being easily defeated willspread through 
China and elsewhere like wildfire, and what may be the effects of it if 
we do not act promptly * Manwine should be razed to the ground and 
Momein occupied by us—two feats easy to be accomplished ; and then 
there would be sufficient protection, both moral and physical, for a 
commercial route through Burmah into China open to all countries. 
We went to war with the King of Abyssinia on account of his impri-

themselves in the case of riots and highway robberies and murders. 


The theory on which the Chinese Government acts in such matters is 
that every Mandarin is responsible for the peace and quietude of the 


district under his charge, and that in the case of acts of violence 
being perpetrated within his jurisdiction, he can alone hope to escape 
punishment by instantly taking vigorous and successful measures 
to bring the offenders to justice. On this point the Peking Gazette is 
instructive reading. Some months ago, for instance, the Governor of 
the Province of Shansi reported to the Throne that a traveller had 
been stopped and robbed by highwaymen near a village in the district 
of Hweng-yuen. “The occurrence of such a daring robbery on the 
highway,” adds the Governor, “isa very grave affair, and seriously 
implicates the District Magistrate. He is to blame for not having 
taken measures to prevent such acts of violence within his jurisdiction, 
and for his inability to catch the robbers after the theft had been com- 
mitted, and he should be severely punished as a warning to others. 
The memorialist, therefore, requests that he may be deprived of his 
button and given two months to catch the robbers and recover the 
booty, failing which to be reported to the Throne for further punish- 
ment.” ‘Let the magistrate be punished, as requested,” is the Im- 
perial rescript to this memorial. Again, the Governor of the Province 
of Kwang-si reported that a gang of thieves had broken into a bank in 
in Kwei-lin Foo. “Such a state of things,” he says, “is dis- 
graceful in the extreme, and shows that the police arrangements 
of the city are quite neglected by the officials. The memorialist, 
therefore, requests that the District Magistrate and all the officers of 
the guard be stripped of their buttons and given one month within 
which to catch the burglars and recover the plunder, and failing this, 
to be reported for further punishment.” In this case, alsv, the Em- 
peror approved the memorial, and ordered the officials to be punished 
as requested. At present our knowledge of the circumstances connected 
with the murderof Mr. Margary is very imperfect, but assuming that 
the outrage was committed by a mob opposed to his travelling through 
their neighbourhood, the English Government would be merely acting 
in accordance with Chinese practice were it to insist on the degradation 
of the Mandarins of the district and the trial and execution of the per- 
petrators of the deed. Ofcourse, if the Governor of Momein should 
rove, as has been stated, to have been directly implicated in the mur- 
Aer, his crime would be removed to quite another category from that 
indicated above. 

The Academy has the following on this subject :— 

The untimely check to the Yunan Expedition, the despatch of 
which we announced some weeks ago, is much to be regretted on 
every account. We also have to deplore the murder of Mr. Mar- 
gary, of the Chinese Consular Service, a gallant and accomplished 

oung explorer, who had traversed the whole width of China from 
hanghai and Bhamo, in order to join the expedition. The murderer, 
Lee See Hie, is half Burmese and half Chinese, and it is ible that 
the Chinese Government will succeed in evading Feerioinitality for his 
crime. But there can be no doubt that steps must betaken to give 
hhim and his savage followers a severe lesson. The expedition had no 
political aim whatever, and was despatched entirely for exploring pur- 
and asa pioneer to commerce. It is, however, much to be re- 
gretted that Mr. Ney Elias was not placed in command, instead of 
being relegated to the second place. If hisfknowledge and other quali- 
fications were indispensable, they would clearly have been made more 
useful had he been placed in a position to use them to the best advan- 
tage. But jobbery seems to be the inevitable accompaniment of any 
enterprise that is organised by a Government department. Mr. Ney 
Elias strongly recommended that the land route direct from Mandalay 
should be adopted. It passes through the territory of a chief who 
defies the authority of the King of Burmah, but who is friendly to the 
English, and hence the opposition of that potentate to its adoption. 
That opposition would have been overcome by a firm negotiator ; and 
the present disaster would never have occurred. There is strong 
reason to suspect the King of Burmah of guilty complicity, or at least 
of a guilty knowledge, of the intended attack. 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, Marcu 10. 

Our Colonial squeezing system is indeed a wonderful one, in its 
monetary results. The Minister of the Colonial Department has just 
laid before the members a memorandum stating that since the last East 
Indian Budget was passed it has been proved that the favourable ba- 
lances of the services from 1867 to 1873, which were valued at 
f. 29,300,000, have amounted to £.39,300,000, notwithstanding that the 
cost of our war with Atchin had cxceeded the credit votes probably by 
more than six millions. This result has been caused mainly by the 
high prices paid for Colonial produce, whilst at the same time the 
Colonial import and export duties have greatly exceeded the estimated 
amount. 

The Second Chamber has been during the whole week occupied with 
a Railway Regulation Bil. For several years our railway companies 
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steamer from Messrs. John Elder and Co., of Glasgow, destined for the 
service between Holland and Java. The internal fittings of the new 
vessel will surpass all those supplied to the other steamers of this 
Company. The steamer will be named the Eceron, and is to be com- 
manded by Mr. R. C. Vetter. You will remember that some years ago 
the steamer Willem III, belonging to this company, was destroyed 
by fire in the British Channel. One of the shippers made the company 
answerable for the losses he sustained by this calamity. The Court in 
“First Instance” gave a verdict in favour of the company, but on 
appeal this decision was reversed, and the company was made answer- 
able for the losses. If the Supreme Court affirms this verdict it would, 
of course, cost the company a good deal of money. Owing to these 
proceedings the price of the shares had gone down from 91 to 86? 
per cent., and there are sellers at tho lower quotation. On the con- 
trary, a most favourable opinion prevails about the Netherlands India 
Trading Bank, and the quotation for]the shdres has reached the very 
high figure of 106 per cent. It needs scarcely to be said that the very 
unfavourable news about the inundations in Java has caused much de- 
pression in the prices of East India Railway shares. According to an 
advertisement from the manager of the Dutch Trading Company, it is 
shown that the first telegraphic reports were exaggerated, and that 
not nearly so much damage was dune as was supposed. The price of 
the said railway shares thereupon improved, as it was found that the 
lines were not damaged by this calamity. 

Endeavours are being made to establish a company (the shareholders 
to belong, of course, to the “upper ten"’) to send young gentlemen of 
ability, but who are unprovided with capital, to Java, in order to find 
them employment, especially in those islands of the East Indian Archi- 
pelago which remain unexplored. Most of the Liberal papers speak 
favourably of this project. 

The Ministry has introduced a Bill to make dry land of the southern 
part of the Zuiderzee. This unquestionahly will prove a better, cheaper, 
and more honourable undertaking than the annexation of the Empire

THE NAVIGATION OF THE RED SEA. 

The subjoined Jetter from Mr. James Mitchell has appeared in the 
Shipping and Mercantile Gusette :— 

I am constrained once more to take up my pen, and to remind you 
of a letter addressed to you on October 21, 1874. The subject was the 
irregularity of the compasses of the steamer Singapore, observed in 
rounding Cape Guardafui, in August, 1871. The comments then made 
led to a disagrecable criticism, which certainly did no good to the 
cause, a8 it neither elicited facts from your correspondent proving the 
truth of his theory, nor disproved my asscrtion that compasses were 
affucted in and about that neighbourhood, the local attractions ap- 
parently constantly changing according to the state of the atmosphere, 
and, perhaps, this may in part account for the attraction not being ob- 
served. My personal experience leads me to conclude that compasses 


are seriously affected by local iotism, and I believe there are many 
men acquainted with the navigation of those seas who can testify to 
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this. Those whom I have consulted have told me that they found 
their vessels drawn in towards the land when steering courses that 
should have kept them well clear of it, and to that circumstance 
I attribute the loss of the steamer Singapore. We are aguin 
reminded of the dangerous navigation of that quarter by the total 
loss of the steamer Hong Kong, not far from the place where the 
Singapore was lost. How her loss will be accounted for remains to be 
seen ; at present it is only conjecture. May I again ask, when will 
these dangers be lighted? How many valuable ships must we lose on 
them before the necessity is forced upon us? The Red Sea continues 
in the same state as when I addressed you years ago. Last year you 
drew attention to this in an editorial, but all seems to fail; no effect from 

t experience as yet. How much longer it will remain so, who can 





tell ? Another valuable steamer has grounded on the reefs of Jeddah—. 


viz., the Ulysses. In my remarks on this part of that dangerous sea I 
pointed out that the seemingly safe part was really the most dangerous, 
from the reefs extending a long way from the coast, and entirely out 
of sight of the main land, especially when coming from the northward. 
There has been but one new light erected in the Straits of Jubal, viz., 
Ras Aboaderage, about half-way up the Straits, and its position for use- 
fulness seems very doubtful. If you look at a chart of the Straits, you 
will see that the light is embayed considerably in coming from the 
northward, and this is perhaps really the cause of the grounding of the 
steamer Dhoolia. That vessel was steering down the Sea, about three 
or four miles off the south shore, no doubt anxiously looking out for 
the light, and, not seeing it when expected, they would close for its 
supposed position, and in doing soshut in the light by the land.

Monetary avd Commercial. 





The oka seine is announced of Measrs. J. C. im Thurn and 
Co., merchants, of East India-avenue, Leadenhall-street, with 
gross liabilities of over three millions sterling, of which two 
millions are the firm’s acceptances, the remainder being open 
claims and indorsements on bills receivable. It is stated that a 
considerable proportion of the acceptances will be duly provided 
for. The losses have arisen largely from bad debts and money 
being locked up, but it is confidently believed that the liquida- 
tion will be favourable, although at present it is very difficult to 
form any reliable estimate. The house was established in 1844, 
and through the personal energy and perseverance of its founder 
attained the highest character as regards respectability and 
means. The firm had many connections, chiefly on credits, with 
the Straits Settlements and with China. The Manchester Guar- 
dian states : —“ It appears that the connection of Messrs. J. C. 
im Thurn with this market was almost wholly of a financial 
kind. [As ‘acceptors of drafts against produce or manufac- 
tures their liabilities are very widespread and extensive, and in 
the event of the failure of other houses it is likely that some of 
these liabilities will ultimately fall upon Manchester ; but at 
present we believe thatthe probable losses here in consequence 
of this suspension are inappreciable. Moreover, the catastrophe 
has long been apprehended, and the liabilities have therefore 
been greatly curtailed.” 


The first annual drawing of the Bonds of the Japanese Go- 
vernment Seven per Cent. Loan will take place at the Oriental 
Bank on the Ist proximo. 

A meeting of teaimporters was held at the City TerminuS 
Hotel Thursday—Mr. C. Magniac in the chair—for the consi- 
deration of the report of the committee appointed on the 27th of 
January, on the objections urged by the dealers in tea to the ex- 
isting conditions of sale. The Chairman entered into a detailed 
statement as to the work of the committee in bringing about the 
desired result, from which it appeared that they had come in 
conflict with some portion of the tea trade, constituting another 
committee, mainly in reference to terms of sale and weighed teas, 
and the proposed guarantee. The committee proposed that there 
should be separate conditions of sale for weighed and unweighed 
tea. That as regarded weighed teas, they adopted asa basis the 
present conditions of sale ; but inasmuch as the principal demand 
of the buyers was that delivery within a specified time might be 
ensured to them, the committee recommended that they be 
frankly and unreservedly met by the insertion of a clause in the 
conditions containing words which would operate as a guarantee 
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[Marcu 16, 
ainst loss due to a non-fulfilment of contract in this respect. 
The various matters having been freely discussed, resolution 
were passed to the effect that it was necessary under the present 
system of conducting the tea trade that there should be separate 
conditions of sale for weighed and unweighed teas ; that in view 
of the objections of the dealers and some importers in reference 
to the guarantee clause the committee be granted full powers to 
alter that clause if necessary. The Chairman explained, in re- 
ference to the last resolution, that the dealers proposed that if 
the weight notes were not delivered within seven days of the 
date of purchase they should have the option of caucelling the 
contract for such lots in reference to which they had not ob- 
tained weight notes. Theclause proposed by the committee was 
that the dealers should be enabled to recover damages against 
the seller if grounds for such existed. A further resolution was 
passed making the terms to be settled by the committee the re- 
cognised conditions of sales of tea in future. 


The report of the directora of the Azra Bank states the net 
profits for the past year, including the balance from 1873, at 
£71,582. The firat portion of the year, owing to the bigh value 
of money in India consequent on the famine, was favourable to 
profitable working ; but in the latter half, owing to the reaction 
which generally follows extreme prices, money was comparatively 
abundant, and greater difficulty was experienced in employing it 
to advantage. Out of the profits the directors have already paid 
an interim dividend of 5 per cent. per annum, free of income tax, 
amounting to £24,699, and they now recommend the payment of 
a further dividend of like amount, the carrying of £20,000 to the 
reserve fund, which will then stand at £40,000, and the balance 
of £2,184 to the next account. In recommending so large an 
addition to the reserve fund the directors state that they are 
influenced by their conviction of its importance, and of the 
beneficial effect which the proposed appropriation will have on 
the bank’s future welfare. The following figures are from the 
balance sheet, viz. :—Current accounts, £733,121; fixed deposits, 
£1,664,844 ; exchange, bills payable, including credits issued, 
£1,853,044 ; cash in hand, £258,384 ; government securities, 
£679,828 ; discounts, loans, credits, and other investments, 
£2,251,366 ; bills receivable, including security for credits issued, 
£1,914,069. 


At an extraordinary meeting of the Telegraph Construction 
and Maintenance Company (Limited), the resolution passed at 
a previous meeting to form a trust of certain telegraph shares 
held by the Company was confirmed. Each shareholder will be 
asked of what denomination he would like to have his certifi- 
cates, and then the matter will be carried out without delay.

NOTICE TO MARINERS. 

Carma—East Coast.—Reported Danger off Breaker Point.—Informa- 
tion has been received from the Hong Kong Government of the exist- 
ence of a danger three miles to the south-west of Breaker Point, on 
which the British steam vessel Ningpo struck when on her voyage 
from Hong Kong to Shanghai, on the 16th November, 1874. The 
master of the Ningpo could not ascertain whether the danger the vessel 
struck on was a rock or a wreck, and the position he assigns to it— 
namely, Flat Island bearing North, distant three miles, and at the same 
time Breaker Point bearing N.E., 4 N.—places the danger in about lat. 
22 deg., 51 min., 20 sec. N., long. 116 deg., 26 min. E., and one and a 
half miles west of the position assigned to the danger on which the 
British steamship Ulysses struck in 1872. The depth of water alongside 
at the time the Ningpo struck was eleven fathoms. As these reported 
dangers are uncertain in their position, mariners are cautioned accord - 
ingly. —Hydrographic-office, Admiralty, March, 1875.
